2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record fails to teach or render obvious the overall claimed invention of an embolic 
protection device comprising: a guide wire including a flexible member disposed 
thereon; and filter assembly having a guide wire locking component. Attached to one of 
the ends of the filter assembly, the guide wire locking component including means for 
temporarily compressing at least a portion of the flexible body member of the guide wire 
to allow the compressed portion of the flexible body member to be placed in a recess 
formed in the guide wire locking component, the compressed portion of the flexible body 
member being adapted to decompress within the recess to lock the formerly 
compressed portion of the flexible body member within the recess.
